WASHINGTON, Feb. 25—Bainbridge Colby, who is inde 


pendent in politics with Democratic leanings, was appointed Sec 
retary of SUte today by President Wilson to succeed Robert Lan 
sing. The appointment came as a great surprise to Washing 
ton officials and politicians who had expected the President to 
name a atrong Democrat to the post of ranking cabinet officer 
Colby until a few years ago was regarded as a Progressive Re 
publican. 
In 1916 he supported Roosevelt but switched over 


. to Wilson when Roosevelt refused to run as a Progressive.

though he refused to disclose his politics saying it was bad taste 
before Uu Senate confirmed his nomination, his friends assertec 
that Colby Is not a Democrat. Politicians say in the President's 
appointment of Colby there is an indication that the President 
believe* party lines are being eradicated.

Will Fight Confirmation 


A bitter fight will be waged in the Senate against confirma- 


tion of Colby M Secretary of State, several senators declared to- 
day upon hearing of his appointment. The opinion among Re- 
publican senators with the exception of a few Progressives was 
practically unanimous that Colby "won't do" but no member 
would permit his name to be used. 


Though it is unusual for the Senate to oppose the President's 


selection of a cabinet member this appointment will be fought to 
n finish, senators declared today. 


It wan recalled by the Senate today that when he was nom- 


inated to the shipping board Colby's confirmation was vigorously 
oppmed in the commerce committee and the Senate, his nomi- 
nation going through by a narrow margin in both bodies. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25—Brainbridge Colby has been ap- 


pointed Secretary of State to succeed Robert Lansing, it was an- 
nounced at the White House today. 


Colby's appointment came as even more of a surprise than 


the resignation of Lansing at Wilson's request. While Colby has 
been a strong supporter of the Wilson Administration he is re- 
garded as a Progressive Republican and was actively identified 
with the campaign of Theodore Roosevelt for the Republican 
presidential nomination in 1912. Later he was a candidate for 
governor and the Senate of New York on the Progressive ticket. 


The first hint of Colby's appointment came a few minutes 


before the formal announcement by Secretary Tumulty. The 
early reports that he would get the place were not .generally 
credited. Following the announcement of the appointment Colby 
appeared nt the White House and was taken to see President 
Wilson. Colby's last connection with the Wilson Administration 
was when he was a member of the United States Shipping board. 
He resigned from that a few months ago. Colby is a lawyer. 
His home is in New York. Ho was born in 1869.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25—Bainbridge Colby, who is inde 


pendent in politics with Democratic leanings, was appointed Sec 
retary of SUte today by President Wilson to succeed Robert Lan 
sing. The appointment came as a great surprise to Washing 
ton officials and politicians who had expected the President to 
name a atrong Democrat to the post of ranking cabinet officer 
Colby until a few years ago was regarded as a Progressive Re 
publican. 
In 1916 he supported Roosevelt but switched over 


. to Wilson when Roosevelt refused to run as a Progressive.

was appointed to the Shipping Board as nn Independent. 
Al 


though he refused to disclose his politics saying it was bad taste 
before Uu Senate confirmed his nomination, his friends assertec 
that Colby Is not a Democrat. Politicians say in the President's 
appointment of Colby there is an indication that the President 
believe* party lines are being eradicated.

they raodferi Ms. famous letter of congratulation to Calvin Cool 
ridge, a Republican, when he was re-elected Governor qf Massn 
chuaetti. 


Will Fight Confirmation 


A bitter fight will be waged in the Senate against confirma- 


tion of Colby M Secretary of State, several senators declared to- 
day upon hearing of his appointment. The opinion among Re- 
publican senators with the exception of a few Progressives was 
practically unanimous that Colby "won't do" but no member 
would permit his name to be used. 


Though it is unusual for the Senate to oppose the President's 


selection of a cabinet member this appointment will be fought to 
n finish, senators declared today. 


It wan recalled by the Senate today that when he was nom- 


inated to the shipping board Colby's confirmation was vigorously 
oppmed in the commerce committee and the Senate, his nomi- 
nation going through by a narrow margin in both bodies. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25—Brainbridge Colby has been ap- 


pointed Secretary of State to succeed Robert Lansing, it was an- 
nounced at the White House today. 


Colby's appointment came as even more of a surprise than 


the resignation of Lansing at Wilson's request. While Colby has 
been a strong supporter of the Wilson Administration he is re- 
garded as a Progressive Republican and was actively identified 
with the campaign of Theodore Roosevelt for the Republican 
presidential nomination in 1912. Later he was a candidate for 
governor and the Senate of New York on the Progressive ticket. 


The first hint of Colby's appointment came a few minutes 


before the formal announcement by Secretary Tumulty. The 
early reports that he would get the place were not .generally 
credited. Following the announcement of the appointment Colby 
appeared nt the White House and was taken to see President 
Wilson. Colby's last connection with the Wilson Administration 
was when he was a member of the United States Shipping board. 
He resigned from that a few months ago. Colby is a lawyer. 
His home is in New York. Ho was born in 1869.
